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ITV Coordinators and Principals at each school have 'assumed respon- 
stbility for distributing instructional television programming, information 

and ancillary materials to their faculties. They also have played a very 
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important role in coordi nating' the annual survey on the usage and effec- 
tiveness of. the 1979-80 in-school programming and future needs of instruc- 
tional television servicis prpvided by the Memphis Community Television 
Foundation through the broadcast facilities of WKNO-TV, Memphis, and 
WLJT-TV, Lexington, Tennessee. t 

Teachers , whose effective utlization of the ITV programs is essential 
to their success, are ; to be commended for their efforts in allowing'lTV to 
become a member of\their teaching team and using instructional television 
as a' major instructional toolT The input of these teachers, through the 
' annual survey, is invaluable .in evaluating .existing programming v and 
ascertaining needs. % 

Reatting jto the results of the 1978-79 annual survey, WKNO added three 
new LTV- programs tp the instructional television schedule this year: a 
language arts series on sentence-building skills for grades 3-4+, called 
THE WRITE CHANNEL; a social studies series on map and globe skills for 
grades .4-6+, -called FI,ND IMG .OUR WAY; and a new social studies series for 
.grades 1 and 2,, FOLLOW ME, produced by WKNO-TV.

Twelve workshops were provided in September, and -October of 1979, 
reaching approximately 800* teachers in the Memphis City .Schools, Shelby 
County Schools, and the Catholic Diocese of Memphis. 

In addition to the workshops, an orientatiorrVawareness/information , 
booth was set up at the W.T.E.A.' meeting in Octobef of 1979. Hundreds of 
'West- Tennessee teachers and other educators aired their grievances, ex- 
pressed their appreciation, and received information regarding ITV 
programming. % " . ■

Procedures e ✓ * 

-Four surveys were utilized to, collect' data: (1) Teacher Evaluation of 
Instructional' Television (ITV), 1979-80, WKNO/WLJT-TV; (2) Needs /^sessment. 
Survey, WKNO/WLJT-TV, 1 97,9-80 ;^ (3) \ Principals Purvey/ for Instructional 
Television (ITV), WKNO/WLJT-TV , 1979-80; and (A) ITV Coordinator Survey of 
.Usage of WKNO/WLjf-TV, 1979-80 Instructional Television Programs. Copies 
of the instruments appear in the Appendix* . 

The surveys werfe sent to teachers, principals, itv -coordinators, media 
librarians, and administrators and supervisors, in* the Memphis City Schools 
system; the' Shelby County Schools system, West Tennessee school systems, 
private schools, and out-of-state school- systems. Recipients also received 
a letter requesting their • cooperation and stating the purposes of the 
survey. Those not* responding to the survey. by^ specified date were sent a 
follow-up 1-etter. (See the Appendix.) 

The number o%* persons surveyed totaled. 2,508. A stratified, random 
sampling procedure was employed, a rtd percentages were used as a basis/to 
ensure that .cells had a minimum of 30 persons to be surveyed. A 100 



Sojne -variation 
of these techniques* was used when conditions dictated another method.

Tablp. 1 depicts the number and . percentage of respondents to* 'the survey 
instruments by type of school system. , The Meeds Assessment Survey had the 
largest number, of respondents (N=248), followed by the 'Teacher Evaluation 
of * Instructional Television (N=227), the Principals Survey for 

.Instructional Survey .(N=170), ,and the ITV Coordinator Survey (N=164). The 
total number of respondents was ^09. The Principals Survey had the* largest 
percentage of respondents (38.81), followed by th$ ITV Coordinator Survey 
(32.26), the- Needs Assessment Survey (30.24), and the Te L ache£ Evaluation 
C27. 96). The overall percentage was 32.26% based on 809 respondents of 
2,508 persons sampled. * 

^ The Memphis City Schools had the\argest number of respondents (N=485, 
or 50.46 percent of ,its sample), followed by Shelby County Schools (N=191, 
or 34.23 percent of its sample), West Tennessee sctitfols (N=99, . or 1S.28 
percent : of their sample), private schools (N=24, or 9.49 percent of their 
sample), arid out-of-state schools (N=10,^or 11.36 percent of their sample). 

• Memphis City Schools also ranked first in the percentage of total^artici- 
pants, followed by the Shelby County Schools, the West Tennessee schools, 
the private Schools, and the out-of-state schools.

The third-grade, teachers 
(K^4£) constituted the largest number of respondents, followerd by teachers 
from kindergartens" (N=35), the first and second grades (N*=30 each), /the 
fourth* grade (N=26), the fifth and sixth grades (N=24each), the seventh 
grade (N=9), and the eighth grade N (N=7).

Series Evaluation: * 

Table 3 shows the number and percentage of teachers expressing either 
a favorable or unfavorable opinion about each ^series and the study guide, 
for each series. The 227 teachers from the five types of schools evaluated 
each series" on either a Retaf n/Me,ets Needs, Drop/Does Not Meet Needs, or 
Conditi onal /Good But Can't Use basis. For data-repor.ting purposes, the * 
first and last categories v^ere combined because the latter was considered 
to be a form of retentioi^. Data revealed that, of the 792 decisiorts made 
w about retention, 757 (or 95.28 percent) we.re favorable; only 35, # or 4.72 
percent., , we re not favorable.

The 227 teachejps from the five types of schools evaluated each study 
guide on either a~ Helpful or Not Helpful basis. Data wene also gathered-

N they are not reported in this document. Data revealed that, of the 416 
"decisions inade about the helpfulness of a study guide, 387, or 93.03 per- 
cent, were positive; only 29, or 6.97 percent were negative, or Not Help- 
ful.' 

Of the ten most highly ranked series, SCIENCE CORNER received the most 
favorable responses (N=41), followed by OUR END OF THE ATTIC (N=22), 
WONDERING WITH SCIENCE (M=21), # RIPPLES (N=19), WISE WRITE'S WORKSHOP 
(N=19)/ HOT STUFF (N=16), BACKYARD SCIENCE (N=16), S.B.I. (N=14), SESAME 
STREET (N=14), and (tied for tenth place) ELECTRIC* COMPANY (N=13V and LET- 
TER PEOPLE (N=13). Only one series received no ratings at all* There was 
a 10(/ percent favorable response to 26 of the 44 study guides. The average 
number of persons rating a series as Helpful was 8.79.

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Respondents indicated that ITV was used in a majority ,(N=134) of the

schools (N=170) from which the survey was returned. Most of the schools 
did not have either a 1/2" R/R video recorder* a 3/4" cassette recorder, or' 
a color television set; but all except eight schools had a black and white 
set* 

The principals ranked ITV to be of considerable value as their first 
choice (N=70, 41.18 percent), followed by moderate value (N=45, or 26.47 
percent), little value (N=10 or 5.88 percent), superior* value (N=7, or 4.12 
percent), and no value (N=l, Qr 0.59 percent). Thirty-seven principals, or 
21.76 percent, did not rank instructional television. 

ITV Coordinator Survey 

Table 1 shows the number and percentage of school ITV coordinators 

responding. to the ITV Coordinator Survey of Usage of 1979-80 Instructi dnal 

Television Programs. The largest number responding (N=100) was from 

Memphis City Schools, followed by West Tennessee schools (N=41) Shelby 

County Schools (N=17), and the private schools and Out-of-state schools 

(N=3 each). A percentage of 37.44 (or fl54 of 438 persons sampled) returned 

the instrument. v ' v: 

The number and percentage of teachers using ITV /programs by grade 

level are Shown .in Table 10., Respondents stated that 4,172 teachers, 

kindergarten through the eighth grade, were using ITV during the current 

broadcast year. More first-grade teachers (N=793) were, users than any

third grade (N=662), kindergarten (N=646), fourth grade (N=576), fifth

Table 11 shows the number- of teachers (N=4, 172) by grade level using 
ITV programs by Subject areas* Science programs had the most users 
(N=l ,005) followed by programs involving -interdisciplinary subjects 
(N=641), reading (N=483), social studies (N=458), economics (N=354), affec- 
tive learning (N=327), music (N=222), mathematics -(N=187), literature 
(N=181), and language arts (N=125). Each of five other subject areas had 
under 50 users. 

Conclusions 

From the analysis of the date, several general conclusions have been 
reached: 

1. The percentage of respondents to the 1979-80. instruntents (32.26) 
was larger than the percentage in the 1978-79 survey (25,00). 

2. Of all groups surveyed, the group of principals had the largest 
percentage of response (38.81). 

3. The percentage of response from schools outside of Shelby County 
was significantly below that for Memphis City Schools and Shelby 
County Schools. 

4. The largest school system, Memphis City Schoals, had the largest 
number of respondents for each instrument and the highest 
percentage of returns on three of the four instruments. 

Other conclusions have been reached from data concerning' the specific 
instruments:

5. 'The number of teachers responding diminished significantly after 
thfcr sixth grade.
